Lieutenant Hugh Carroll Keith, 27 
son of Mrs. Bert Keith ot South 
Shover street, was instantly killed 
in an airplane accident 2 miles 
south of Foster Field, Texas about 
10 o'clock last night while on 
routine flight duty, according to a 
telegram received here loday from 
Ihe War Department.

922 East Division 
street, written by their son Staff 
Sergeant George Hern who is in 
England. 


The sergeant's letter was photo- 
graphed on film in England, along 
with.thousands of other soldier let- 
ters, and the film was flown across 
the Atlantic. 
On this side of the 


ocean the film was printed, and the 
sergeant's original letter, 
repro- 


duced in a 3%x5-inch photographic 
print, was then forwarded to his 
parents by regular mail. 


Sergeant Hern's letter follows: 
"Dear mother: I guess I will 
lave to fuss with you people a'lit- 
;le, I haven't had any mail of late 
Perhaps I'm a little impatient, but 
t does seem a long time. 


"I may have you send me some 
chaki shirts right away. It may be 
hat I can get them here, if not I'll 
et you know and you can send me 
wo. Everything is rationed here, 
ust wonder if you are being ra- 
ioned in the line of clothing? 
"I'm 
kept" quite busy, working 
every .day. I like my work, though 
ahd I am located in one of the bet- 
er towns. I plan to attend church 
ome as soon as possible. As yet I 
laven't had opportunity to go any. 
The majority of church-going peo- 
ple seem to belong to the Church 
of England, which I think is sim- 
ilar to the Methodist. 
They have 
the Y. M. C. A. here the same as at 
home, very much like our USO; 
they do quite a lot for service men, 
but of course can not compete with 
our organizations due to war. 
"There's a lady who does all my 
clothes up, darns my socks, etc 
I call her my English mother. You 
see some of the men have jobs that 
will perment them to stay in regular 
Army camps because it's too far 
from their work. 
Therefore the 
Army gives them money for lodg- 
ing (billets), and we stay in pri- 
vate homes.
